‘flow Alberta's New Citizens Celebrat- 
ed “Dobra Day. 

The Graphic, the popular London 
| weekly, has an interesting article by 
| Miclam Elston on ‘'Yhe Ruthenian In- 
vaders of Alberta,” in a iecent issue, 

“Dawn, dim and weird, was creep- 
ing in over the Albertan prairie,” 
Miss Elston writes. “Only a faint, 
| narrow rim of light, close to the east- 

ern horizon, showed as yet on tho 
sky. At some of the Ruthenian open 
air inns camp fires began to send up 
their tale of smoke, People who had 
come from very long distances and 
had to accept the pace of the oxen, 
and some who had to tramp on foot 
for many a weary mile before the 
destination was reached, had covered 
part of the journey on the previous 

/ evening. Now they were astir and 
were replenishing their fires and eat- 
ing their breakfast preparatory to 
continuing the Jast stage of their 
journey to the white chureh, with its 
one large and two small tin domes 
glittering in the occasional ray of 
sunshine that broke through the still 
threatening clouds, 

“The people who made their way 
towards it felt in it the joy of pos- 
session. Many days of labor, when 
conditions for labor were hard, had 
some of them contributed towards the 
erection of ibeir new church, To-day 
they were proud of their ehurch, as 
it stood In its position of eminence 
on top of a hill, visible for many 
miles across the prairie, a mute in- 
vitation to worship. ‘To-day it was 
to be dedicated to its holy uses. ‘To 
participate in its ceremonies the peo- 
ple from far and near were gather- 
ing.” 

Miss Elston gives an interesting 
account of the subsequent cere- 
monies: 

“J stood outside and watched the 
slow dispersing of the crowd, ‘The 
processions, with their banners, again 
formed and took their separate ways 
home; ‘The priest and people who 
had gone to the dividing of the trails 
with them came back singing. One 
by one the wagons received their hu- 
man freight and rattled off across the 
prairie, Some still lingered to gos- 

; sip. I turned to go home. 
“Close beside the trail stood a 
sweet-faced Ruthenian maiden. She 
| gave me smile for smile, and answer- 
ed my salutation in a mixture of Eng- 
lish and Ruthenian, 
“It has been a big day.’ 
| “By the aid of many gestures on 
my part, she grasped my meaning.

Cost of Living Hard on the 


Poor College Man? 

The high cost of living is being tert 
by students In Canadian universities 
this winter, and is giving consider- 
able concern to young men who are 
getting an education on short allow- 
ance, In Toronto the cry is going up 
frou: the college men that everything 
{s dearer, 


Rooms that in old days went for 


$1.50 now fetch $2.50 or $2.75 per 
week, The same pea soup and lamb 
mint sauce that brought $2.60 per 


week a year or two ago is now $3.25 
or even 94.00, The economic pro- 
fessors explain and explain, but the 
hew prices stick, 

These prices of to $4.00 per 
week for board are in many cases pra- 
hibitive for students working their 
way through college, Take the theo- 
logs in Wycliffe. They work in the 
bummer preaching for $25 a month 
and expenses, If they had to pay $5 
or $6 a week for board and reom 
they would be heavily involved before 
the end of their college days. Theo 
authorities of Wycliffe have come to 
the rescue by providing board and 
room for only $4 a week and free 
tuition, 

Other students have not such kind 
authorities to look after them, They 
manage to get along by going into 
the restaurant business themselves in 
a small way. About 25 members 
have been found a convenient number 
for the scheme. 

A woman is hired to cook for them 
and furnish a room in her home 
where they can eat. One of their 
own number is appointed buyer and 
he spends a part o: every day down 
town picking up job lots of victuais 
at bargain rates. ‘The hoard for the 
whole bench need not amount to 
more than $2.50 per week Kylee eand 
it has often been done for less, There 
are a great many of these ciabe in 
operation between Avenue road and 
Yonge, above and below Bloor, 

One thing that scems insurmount- 
able is the rising price of rooms, One 
used to get a half decent single room 
for as low as $1.50 a week. Now it 
is a very plain room that con be had

for two dollars and if It faces the 
north, the sun dees not enter from 
one year’s end to the other. A dou- 


ble room with any kind of co.nfort 
runs as high «8 $4 or $5 a week. 

Students complain that private 
houses are hardly ever well hoated 
and where there is a houseful of mix- 
ed boarders and only one bath com- 
plications are bound to arise. Inthe 
University residences that is impos- 
sible. There are showers and tubs 
in plenty and heat is supplied ad in- 
finitum. The price at the University 
for a room ranges from $2.50 to 
$3.50. At Knox Collcge it is about 
$5 per week for board and room and 
the same at McMaster. 


Houses Built Without Nails, 

In Alberta there 
houses which have been constructed 
without nails. As a matter of fact, | 
little or no hardware of any cbarac- 
ter has entered into their construc- 
tion. These houses have been built 
by Ruthenian immigrants and 
architecture is quite novel, 


first attemp‘s at house building are | 
usually of the kind they bad been | 


accustomed to over in Europe, and 
th ir buildings are of the typical Ru- 
thenian sivle——log, pitch-roofed, 
thatched and wide in the eaves, 

In many cases these buildings are 
put up without a dollar’s worth of 
hardware. Even the door, an affair 
of slender twigs woven and laced to- 
gether, swings on home-made hinges 
and is latched with a wooden hasp, 
floor is of hewn logs, unnailed.

| High Class Entertainment, 
| Russia, backward in most things of 
culture, leads the world in people's 
theatres. That is, in theatres with 
good art and low-priced seats, where 
the tired workingman, to whom half 
dollar is an exorbitant charge, can 
ve things worth seeing for much less, 

In most European countries peo- 

ple’s theatres are few, Yet barbarous 
Russia has 407 theatres existing 
wholly and entirely for the working 
classes. 
| They range trom splendid stone 
playhouses and opera houses, one 
‘of which is the second biggest theatre 
in the world, down to modest frame 
buildings in remote towns; and even 
Siberia boasts about 30. 

People’s theatres existed in Russia 
‘at times when there were none at all 
.elsewhere. They existed under serf- 

dom, and, in fact, originated with 


| serfdom. Wealthy owners of thous- | 


‘ands of “souls’’ used to send the 
{most promising ‘‘souls’’ 
and Petersburg that they might learn
